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Top racing 
pigeons a 
target for 
loft raiders 

TWO raids on pigeon lofts in 
Walsall, in which a total of 75 
birds were stolen, are not 
currently believed to be 
linked, say police. 

Dozens of racing birds 
were stolen in two separate 
raids in Darlaston and Blak- 
enall, while there was an 
attempted theft in Rushall. 

Police said there was 
nothing to suggest the cases 
were linked. A Walsall 
pigeon fancier said theft of 
the racing birds was a 
problem across the country. 

Tony Dean, who has been 
kept pigeons since he was 
seven, urged people who 
owned birds to be on their 
guard. The 56-year-old, of 
Goscote, said: “It is not just 
in the Midlands that this has 
happened - it’s happened all 
over the country.” 

He said some pigeons can 
be valuable depending on 
performance but would be 
difficult to sell on as they 
have rings around their feet. 

The father-of-three said: 
“They tend to strike at night 
when nobody is around. It 
would be awful to go out to 
the loft in the morning and 
find they have all gone.” 

One of the burglaries hap¬ 
pened in Joynson Street, in 
Darlaston, over Easter and 
60 birds were stolen, worth 
around £1,200. Another 15 
were taken from a loft in 
Dawson Street, Blakenall, 
and there was an attempted 
break in at an address in 
Barns Lane, Rushall. 

Teen admits 
disorder role 

A BOY has admitted his part 
in an English Defence 
League protest which 
turned violent in Walsall. 

The 16-year-old from 
Brownhills, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, 
appeared at Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court and admitted a 
charge of violent disorder. 

More than 600 people 
were involved in the distur¬ 
bance on September 29. 

Miss Val Hart, prosecut¬ 
ing, said there was CCTV of 
him in a beer garden snap¬ 
ping a table leg and handing 
it to another. He will appear 
in front of magistrates again 
on May 9 and was released 
on conditional bail. 


UNITING IN BID 
10 SLASH BILLS

WALSALL councillors have agreed on 
a scheme that could potentially save 
residents hundreds of pounds on 
yearly energy bills. 

The Big Community Switch Scheme, approved at a 
recent council meeting, uses combined purchase 
power to push down prices for energy consumers. 

The Labour group led by Councillor Tim Oliver backed 
the project by giving evidence of the success of the scheme 
at more than 50 local authorities across the UK. 

Councillor Oliver said an average bill of £1,300 could be 
cut by up to £200 via the scheme’s ability to negotiate better 
energy tariffs. 

He added: “In the present economic situation that is a sig¬ 
nificant saving. 

“Given that the Government is attacking the living stan-

dards of families on low incomes or benefits, 
we will insist the scheme prioritise these 
people in the first wave.” 

Liberal Democrat group leader Councillor 
Ian Shires also backed the launch as part of 
a push in Walsall to bring costs down for res¬ 
idents by making their homes more energy 
efficient.

MORE than £1 million will be ploughed into 
improving run-down schools across Walsall. 

Just over £100,000 will be contributed by 
the schools to help carry out repairs, includ¬ 
ing roof, electrical, heating and extension 
works, in the coming months. 

It is part of a capital maintenance pro¬ 
gramme proposed by Walsall Council and 
involves funding received from the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Around £150,000 is to be spent on 
electrics at Meadow View in Pheasey and a 
similar amount on heating and ventilation 
works at Whitehall Junior in Delves Road. 

Collapse 

Roofing works costing £150,000 are also 
planned at Pool Hayes Arts and Community 
in Willenhall. 

Primaries earmarked for improvements 
include County Bridge in Bentley; Lodge 
Farm, Willenhall; Salisbury, Darlaston and 
Pheasey Park Farm, Great Barr. Structural 
works are needed at Kings Hill, Wednes- 
bury, following the collapse of a wall. 

A report being delivered by education 
chief Councillor Rachel Andrew to a cabinet 
meeting this week said: “All of these 
schemes will be funded through the capital 
maintenance allocation received from the 
Department for Education.” 


He said: “Most people stick with their 
energy supplier because they don’t want the 
hassle but this scheme gives people more 
support and muscle to get a better deal.” 

The scheme was recently introduced in 
Wolverhampton where consumers had to 
register their interest with the city council, 
who will go to auction along with other 
authorities to see which energy company 
will offer the best tariff. Then local con¬ 
sumers get a personal offer. 

Walsall Council Leader Councillor Mike 
Bird said the scheme would rectify some of 
the problems caused by policies that had let 
energy bills rise unfairly. 

He added: “This has got to be good news 
for customers who have been left with a 
hard decision between heat or eat.” 

Once the scheme is made available to res¬ 
idents they will be able to register at the 
next energy auction run by iChoosr, the 
company behind the initiative. 

The latest bid carried out by the firm 
earlier this month saw more than 160,000 
households across the country take part in 
the auction, supported by a number of local 
authorities, with households across the 
country saving on average £114 a year.

Fare dodger pulls a gun

A FARE dodger threatened a bus driver with 
a gun after he was challenged for using an 
old ticket, police have revealed this week. 

Officers described how the culprit pulled 
the trigger to make a clicking sound in the 
direction of the terrified driver before 
fleeing. Around 10 witnesses were on the 
number 331 bus to Darlaston when the man 
climbed aboard the bus. It was on Wednes- 
bury Road, close to its junction with Corpo¬ 
ration Street, Caldmore, at the time. 

CCTV cameras on board the bus caught 
the moment a man pulled the firearm from 
a carrier bag and have released images of the 
man they want to speak to. 

Pc Richard Stanley said: “The driver 
approached him and told him that the ticket 


he had used was not valid for travel. When 
challenged, he reached into the bag and 
pulled out what appeared to be a black 
handgun, pointing it at him. The victim 
describes how the offender then pulled the 
trigger, causing a clicking noise, before 
running away. 

“It is not clear whether a real or imitation 
handgun was used but whatever it was, it 
clearly frightened the driver, not to mention 
the other passengers.” 

Anyone who can identify the man or saw 
him leaving the scene is being urged to come 
forward. The incident happened at around 
midday on March 17. Call police on 101 or

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Concern over level crossing closure 


A TRANSPORT boss says careful consideration 
must be given to plans to close a busy level cross¬ 
ing under plans to electrify the Chase rail line. 

More than a fifth of people questioned in a 
survey feared that shutting the crossing at 
Bloxwich would have a ‘drastic impact’on traffic. 

The proposal to block the crossing at Reeves 
Street has been put forward by Network Rail and 
Walsall Council as part of the plans for electrifi¬ 
cation of the line. 

Under the £30 million plans, large sections of 
track between Walsall and Rugeley will be 


upgraded to allow electric trains in a move which 
is aimed at bringing faster and more reliable rail 
services. 

Stations at Hednesford, Cannock, Landywood 
and Bloxwich would all get upgraded as part of 
the major scheme. 

Footbridge 

Walsall Council’s transport chief Tom Ansell 
said there were “economic benefits” associated 
with the scheme. 

But he added that the advantages and disad¬ 


vantages needed to be weighed up carefully 
before a final decision was taken. 

A footbridge could replace the crossing point at 
Reeves Street, with a package of measures to 
improve nearby road crossings funded by 
Network Rail. More than £2m would have to be 
ploughed into highway improvements if the level 
crossing was closed. 

A survey carried by the council, involving 217 
eople, revealed 40 per cent believed they would 
e unaffected but more than 20 per cent said 
closure would result in a drastic impact. 


Firm is fined after 
teen loses fingers

BOSSES of a fire-hit furniture company in 
Walsall have spoken of their shock after 
losing thousands of pounds worth of unin¬ 
sured stock. 

Fire tore through a courtyard at Peggy’s 
Place, in Blakenall, on Thursday. 

The blaze was another blow for the 
company which has already gone through a 
tough patch during the recession. 

Van 

The blaze destroyed a workshop area at 
the rear of the store, in Barracks Lane, and 
spread across the courtyard to where furni¬ 
ture was being stored for delivery. 

The company’s delivery van was also 
gutted by the fire, which started at around 
3am. 

Co-owner Matthew Cooper, of Highgate 
in Walsall, estimated £10,000 to £15,000 
worth of stock had been lost in the blaze and 


said the firm had no contents insurance. 
The cause of the blaze remains under inves¬ 
tigation. 

The 33-year-old said: “Times are hard 
enough. We have gone though a hard patch. 
For this to happen, it could bring us to our 
knees. 

“I believe it was done deliberately. We’ve 
had trouble before. The yard has been van¬ 
dalised a few times. They have broken in 
and stolen tools and things out of the van.” 

Mr Cooper owns the business with his 
sister Tracy and their mother Peggy, who it 
is named after. 

Ian Morton-Jones, of Leamore, Tracy’s 
husband, said the family had been running 
businesses in the community for more than 
60 years. “This was a blow for sure,” he 
added. 

The shop has opened its doors as usual 
but deliveries had to be postponed. 


A COMPANY director and his firm must pay a 
court bill of almost £30,000 after a teenager 
lost three fingers and a thumb in an horrific 
accident which he says has ruined his life. 


Louis Parkes suffered the 
injuries after being told to 
clean a metal cutting saw at 
JSF Stainless Steel in 
Brownhills. Director 

Richard Lancaster was last 
week found guilty of failing 
to ensure the safety of an 
employee following a two- 
day trial after District Judge 
Michael Morris ruled the 35- 
year-old must have 
instructed Mr Parkes to 
clean the saw. 

JSF, in Chase Road, had 
already admitted breaching 
the Health and Safety at 
Work Act. Lancaster was 
fined £2,000 and ordered to 
pay legal costs of £2,630 and 
£15 surcharge. The 
company must pay £6,000 
fines and £18,000 in costs 
plus £15 surcharge. The 
total bill for Lancaster and 
JSF is £28,660. 

Slashed 

Mr Parkes, now aged 19, 
was just 17 when his left 
hand was slashed by a 21cm 
blade when he was removing 
metal shavings from a Sabre 
saw at JSF. 

The teenager, who now 
works as a forklift truck 
driver at another company, 
said he was pleased with the 
outcome of the court case. 

“I am happy but I think a 
lot of stress and worry could 
have been avoided if Mr Lan¬ 
caster had admitted respon¬ 
sibility straight away,” said 
Mr Parkes, of Osprey Grove, 
Heath Hayes. “The last 
thing I wanted or needed 
was to go through a trial 
after all the operations.” 

He said: “I was removing 
the swarf when my glove 
caught on the blade and it 
pulled my hand down. I went

into shock, pulled my hand 
away and thought ‘that was 
lucky’. Then I looked down 
and saw fingers missing and 
some hanging off. 

“I will continue to have 
more surgery. It has been 
two years now and I am 
getting used to it but there is 
so much you need two hands 
for. It has ruined my life.” 

He added: “It is a relief 
that this is now over so I can 
start to move on.” 

Mr Parkes was a general 
labourer tasked with 
keeping the workshop clean 
when the accident happened 
in June 2011, Walsall Magis¬ 
trates’ Court heard. 

The court was told Lan¬ 
caster, who lives in Der¬ 
byshire, was on the 
workshop floor but denied 
telling Mr Parkes to clear 
the machine with a wooden 
broom handle used as rake. 

After the hearing, manag¬ 
ing director Mike Ottewell, 
said he was disappointed 
that Lancaster, who had 
worked his way up from an 
apprentice, was singled out. 


Man grew 
cannabis 
crop after 
losing job 

A MAN who decided to grow 
cannabis after losing his job 
had a £21,000-a-year drug 
farm at his home when it 
was raided, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Robert Humphries was 
cultivating 24 skunk plants 
in two tents in the back 
bedroom at Linden Close, 
Benttley, Walsall, revealed 
prosecutor Miss Alka 
Brigue. 

The 37-year-old defen¬ 
dant said he had learned 
how to set up the system on 
the internet but his claim 
that it was all for his own use 
was dismissed. 

Pain 

Miss Brigue said the farm 
was capable of producing 
three crops a year with an 
annual yield of £21,000 . 

Mr Nayan Patel, defend¬ 
ing, explained: “He had 
fallen on hard times after 
losing his job. He was using 
cannabis to help with back 
pain. The habit was becom¬ 
ing expensive, so he decided 
to grow it himself.” 

Humphries admitted pro¬ 
ducing cannabis and was 
given an eight-month jail 
sentence suspended under 
supervision for 18 months, 
with 160 hours’ unpaid work 
and £435 costs. 

Dozen new 
jobs in store 

A NEW supermarket has 
opened in Willenhall follow¬ 
ing a £500,000 investment, 
creating up to a dozen jobs. 

The Kwik Save, which is 
trading seven days a week, 
has been built on land in 
Walsall Road after the site 
was taken over by new 
owners. 

The launch of the store 
with 25 car parking spaces 
this week has been hailed as 
a boost towards regenera¬ 
tion of Willenhall. It replaces 
the former Motoraids which 
closed down years ago. 

The site was cleared as 
part of the revamp. Work has 
been going on since last year. 

Owner Inderjit Tewany 
said they were pleased to be 
opening in Willenhall and 
will be selling a wide range of 
products. 

“We had been looking 
around and always wanted 
to open a supermarket. We 
saw the opportunity to have 
a site in this area. We want to 
bring value to the area with 
low prices,” he said.

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Father is 
jailed for 
tending a 
drug farm 

A FATHER-OF-TWO who 
looked after a cannabis farm 
with a potential street value 
of £20,000 inside a house in 
Walsall has been jailed for 16 
months. 

Irfan Khan, aged 31, told 
police after his arrest that he 
owed money to his drug 
dealer and he tended the 111 
plants because he was in fear 
for his family, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

Khan of Walford Road, 
Sparkhill, admitted produc¬ 
ing cannabis. 

Mr Rizwan Pasha, miti¬ 
gating, said his client owed 
thousands of pounds to his 
drug dealer. 

Relieved 

“He was relieved at the 
arrival of the police officers 
and he was fully co-opera¬ 
tive when questioned,” said 
Mr Pasha. 

“He is now trying to move 
away from his cannabis 
use,” he added 

Sentencing Khan, Judge 
Martin Walsh told him: “You 
were effectively employed as 
a gardener at the factory 
which was operated by 
others. 

“Anyone who involves 
themselves in the cultivation 
of cannabis for sale to a third 
party must know they will be 
given a custodial sentence.” 

Free calls to 
'bedroom 
tax' hotline 

PEOPLE in Walsall who 
want information on 
bedroom tax can now call a 
free helpline. 

Walsall Council has 
decided to switch benefits 
help and advice lines from 
0845 to 0300 numbers, so 
people can get information 
on housing and council tax. 

It follows pressure from 
Walsall’s opposition Labour 
group. 

Councillor Diane Cough- 
lan, representative for Wil- 
lenhall South, highlighted 
the fact those on benefits or 
low incomes were forced to 
pay between 14p and 40p per 
minute if they contacted the 
council from a landline or 
mobile. 

Councillor Coughlan and 
her Labour colleagues have 
been running a public cam¬ 
paign against the controver¬ 
sial bedroom tax, which 
came into force on April 1.

Car sale conman 



A CONMAN tricked 28 victims into handing 
over a total of £15,000 in a Walsall car sale 
fraud, a court heard. 

Gulfahan Akhtar cold-called at addresses 
across the borough as well as Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Sandwell and Birmingham, offering to 
sell a vehicle. 

He frequently targeted elderly victims 
and convinced them his family was strug¬ 
gling financially because of an ill relative 
being treated at Walsall Manor Hospital. 


Wolverhampton Magistrates Court heard 
that he told his victims he needed to quickly 
sell the family car at a reduced price, often 
stating it was of a similar model to that on 
the victims’ drive. Once a sale was agreed, 
the victims were asked to drive him to the 
hospital to pick up the keys and logbook. 

When they arrived he would take a cash 
deposit and walk into the hospital - but then 
“disappear” with the money, said Mr Paul 
Reid, prosecuting. 


Akhtar, of Reedswood Gardens, Walsall, 
pleaded guilty to five charges of fraud by 
false representation and asked for a further 
23 to be taken into consideration. 

Targeted 

The 42-year-old, who lives with his wife 
and children, targeted victims aged over 50, 
the court heard on Saturday. He was 
arrested after a resident who had seen a 
police appeal for information called 999. 


Mr Reid said: “He would take the money 
off them - often around £400 - and he has 
literally disappeared. There was never any 
car to sell. 

“In total, the loss to all the victims was 
£15,000.” 

The offences happened between Septem¬ 
ber last year and the start of April. 

Akhtar will be sentenced at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court next month. 

He was released on conditional bail. 


New cameras to catch 
flv-tippers in the act 


THE worst five dumping spots in Walsall 
borough were exposed this week as council 
bosses revealed their latest weapon in the 
war against the fly-tippers. 


Hobs Hole Lane in 
Aldridge, Crook Lane and 
Doe Bank Lane, both at Barr 
Beacon, and Prince Street 
and Spout Lane in Caldmore 
have all notched up 20 or 
more incidents of illegal 
dumpings in the last year. 

Environmental chiefs in 
Walsall are now about to 
trial head-mounted cameras 
in a bid to catch offenders 
red-handed and provide 
video evidence for courts. 

Menace 

Keith Stone, Walsall’s 
assistant director of neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said the 
fly-tipping menace had cost 
the borough £140,000 in the 
past 12 months. 

“This is money we would 
rather spend on providing 
other services but we accept 
our responsibility in trying 
to catch these people,” he 
said. 

The authority now has 
two cameras on a month’s 
trial which will be targeted 
on the borough’s dumping 
hotspots by litter patrol offi¬ 
cers. 

Walsall already has five 
on-site cameras situated in 
fly-tipping hot spots but 
these are fixed in position. 

The head-mounted 
cameras for would be better 
placed to record wrongdo¬ 
ing, said Dave Elrington, the 
borough’s environmental 
health manager. 

“They will help in identi¬ 
fying offenders who often 
try to deny involvement, 
then it’s one man’s word 
against another. 

“Now we can simply invite 
them in to have a look at the 
footage. It will save a lot of 
time for us and the courts.”

Van drivers are top of the 
council’s fly-tipping hit list. 
Of the 2,000 incidents of 
waste dumping last year, 
between 1,300 and 1,400 
were small van loads. 
Around 400 of were carried 
out from larger transit vans. 

The council believes a sig¬ 
nificant number have been 
carried out by small busi¬ 
nesses trying to reduce their 
waste disposal costs. 

Officers report many are 
carried out by unlicensed 
businesses that go door-to- 
door offering to get rid of 
household rubbish. 

Mr Stone said: “It’s 
tempting to take up an offer 
of £20 to take away your 
rubbish but it’s illegal and 
people have a duty of care to 
check that they are dealing 
with legal operators, other¬ 
wise they could end up in 
court.” 

The new cameras are 
among a number of meas¬ 
ures launched by Walsall 
Council. Skip days have 
proved a popular with the 
public. 

Mr Elrington appealed to 
householders to report 
illegal tippers. 

“We are asking residents 
to be our eyes and ears,” he 
said. “In the last couple of 
years we’ve seen more 
people prepared to go to 
court to act as witnesses to 
fly-tipping offences and we 
would urge others to follow 
their example.” 

He said Street Pride, the 
council’s refuse collection 
department, had been 
instrumental in the author¬ 
ity’s success.

BENEFIT cheats will be tracked down and 
prosecuted to stop hundreds of thousands of 
pounds worth of fraudulent claims, Walsall 
Council chiefs have vowed. 

Almost 200 suspected housing and council tax fraud cases 
worth £840,000 were investigated by bosses at the authority 


inside 12 months. 

The council says its 52 
successful court prosecu¬ 
tions tackled wrong claims 
of more than half-a-million 
pounds. 

Bosses said suspected 
fraudsters are being prose¬ 
cuted at an average of one a 
week and the retrieval of 
overpayment is sought. 

Determined 

Finance chief Councillor 
Chris Towe said: “Benefit 
fraud will not be tolerated 
and we have a good track 
record in tracking down, 
convicting and then recover¬ 
ing money claimed illegally. 

“In the 12 months, to 
April last year, we success¬ 
fully prosecuted 52 people 
who had wrongly claimed a 
total of £500,124. That’s one 
a week on average. 

“The clear message is that 
we will pursue people in a 
determined fashion and the 
penalties can be severe.

“Overpayments are recov¬ 
ered through a range of ways 
including deductions from 
ongoing benefit entitle¬ 
ments, deductions via 
council tax accounts and 
through direct invoicing 
recovery methods.”

AN EMPTY church in Dar- 
laston that has been plagued 
by vandal attacks will be 
pulled down and replaced 
with a housing development, 
under new plans. 

The plans for the former 
St Andrew’s Church, in Dar- 
laston Road, have sparked a 
campaign by a local action 
group to save its stained 
glass windows and encour¬ 
age the developer to give 
them back to the commu¬ 
nity.

Action 

It was built in 1893 to 
accommodate the worship 
needs of a rising population 
due to the expansion of 
Black Country industry. 

Pastoral care was taken 
over by St Bartholomew’s 
Church in Wednesbury. 

Darlaston South Council¬ 
lor Paul Bott, a member of 
Moxley and Dangerfield 
Action Group, said he had no 
objection to the scheme. 

He added “It’s the stained 
glass windows that the com¬ 
munity are concerned 
about.” 

The windows were 
believed to have been 
designed by a local company 
in the early 20th century. 

‘Outrage’ 
at homes 

CONTROVERSIAL plans 
for a major new housing 
development in a village 
near Willenhall have been 
given the go-ahead. 

Bellway Homes has won 
permission to build 28 
houses on land off Elmwood 
Avenue in Essington in a £3 
million scheme. 

The scheme was thrown 
out by Essington Parish 
Council and South Stafford¬ 
shire District Council but a 
Government inspector has 
now ruled the scheme can be 
built after the developer 
appealed against the deci¬ 
sion. 

Chairman of Essington 
Parish Council and South 
Staffordshire Councillor 
David Clifft, said villagers 
were “outraged”. 

A public inquiry was held 
into the proposals in March. 


Fly-tipper is handed £1,200 court bill 


A FATHER who was caught on camera 
using his employer’s van to dump waste at a 
fly-tipping hotspot in Walsall has been 
handed a court bill of more than £1,200. 

Nasir Mehmood dumped the waste in Mill 
Street. The 27-year-old, of Webster Road, 
Walsall, was caught after CCTV captured a 
business logo on the side of the white van he 
was using and he was traced to his place of 
work. Environmental health officers from 
Walsall Council visited Albadar Cash & 
Carry, in Stafford Street, where Mehmood 
introduced himself and admitted the 
offence. 


The waste included a sofa, drawer, nine 
pieces of wood and five pieces of carpet. The 
court heard that Mehmood had also dumped 
a bag of rubbish and wooden cupboard. 

Mr Dominic Patouchas, prosecuting on 
behalf of the council, said Mehmood had 
deliberately ignored the ‘no tipping’ signs. 

He said: “The area, because of the preva¬ 
lence of fly-tipping, was being monitored by 
CCTV Footage showed a commercial-sized 
white van with a business logo going to the 
site to deposit the items. 

“The van belonged to a local food retailer 
based in Stafford Street, Walsall.” 


He said it emerged that the waste had 
come from a private dwelling owned by the 
defendant’s employer. The court was told 
that a passer-by had tried to deter Mehmood 
from dumping the rubbish. 

Mr Patouchas added: “The CCTV footage 
shows an unidentified male speaking to the 
defendant and pointing to the ‘no tipping’ 
sign. The defendant continued.” 

Mehmood admitted depositing the waste 
without a permit on May 22 last year. 

Mr Mohammed Fiaz, mitigating, said 
Mehmood worked as a delivery assistant for 
Albadar Cash & Carry and he had taken it 


upon himself to dump the waste without the 
instruction of his employer. “He thought he 
was assisting his employer,” Mr Fiaz added. 

Mehmood had claimed the site where he 
had dumped the waste was being leased as a 
car park to the mosque opposite, which had 
appealed for rubble to fill in potholes. But he 
accepted that the idea was now absurd. 

He collected the waste and took it to be 
recycled after the officers visited his work¬ 
place. Mehmood, married with two daugh¬ 
ters, had co-operated with the investigation. 

He was handed a £700 fine, and told to pay 
£500 costs and a £70 victim surcharge.

Late spring hits the garden centres

THE coldest March since 1962 
has seen a huge decline in visi¬ 
tors to garden centres across 
the region with some facing a 
drop in takings of up to 70 per 
cent compared with last year. 

The Aldridge Garden Centre 
is currently £80,000 down this 
year because of the bad 
weather - meaning it has been 
unable to take on extra staff. 

The business in Chester 
Road has been forced to pur¬ 
chase less stock due to the 
downturn in trade. 

The company, part of the 
Garden Centre Group, has 21 
staff but would expect to bring 
in more for the spring. 

Manager Paul Sutton said: 
“The weather has had a major 
impact. We are working with 
the lowest staff we can get by 
with and we have bought less 
plants to reduce wastage. 

Losing 

“We would normally take on 
extra staff in the main season, 
an extra three or four. If we 
were a small independent 
garden centre we couldn’t deal 
with losing trade for long. 

“Last year was terrible too, 
as from Easter it was saturated 
with rain. It is two bad ones in 
a row.” 

Managers at Codsall and 
Wergs Garden Centre said the 
latest bout of bad weather had 
“thrown them out” by three to 
four weeks. Hollybush Garden 
Centre and Aquaria, 
Shareshill, has reported lower 
customer numbers and said 
people had not been buying 
outdoor plants or flowers.

Mrs Higgs, of Penn, Wolverhampton, 
was a carer for her husband of 43 years, 
John, for six years after he suffered a 
brain haemorrhage which left him 
unable to look after himself. 

He was a former teacher at Colton Hills 
Community School; he sadly died three 
and a half years ago. 

Increase 

She says: “Before John died we had 
some good and some not so good experi¬ 
ences with the NHS, I wanted to give 
something back for the positive experi¬ 
ences.” 

The university has 480 student 
nursing places, this year there has 
already been more than 3,700 applica¬ 
tions. 

The numbers applying to NHS-funded 
courses has increased considerably since 
the rise in tuition fees, so it is more com¬ 
petitive than ever to get a place. 

Panel members will interview around 
10 applicants a day, for courses starting 
in September and January. 

Hilary Jones, aged 54, of Dudley, has 
suffered from Chronic Fatigue Syndrome 
for 15 years, an incurable illness which 
left her housebound. She is receiving 
training to become a panel member in the 
School of Health and Wellbeing. 


She says: “It is uplifting to see the 
university’s commitment to make the 
theory they teach a reality through 
involving us. Our opinions are 
respected and the university is dedi¬ 
cated to making the courses well 
rounded experiences. 

“I think having service users involved 
in the course helps the students get a 
better understanding of what they are 
letting themselves in for.” 

The service users’ judgements carry 
equal weighting to the views of the pro¬ 
fessionals and they are trained in areas 
such as equality and diversity to help 
their interview technique. 

Head of Adult Nursing, Clare 
Corness-Parr, says: “The service users 


know what they want from nurses, they 
are able to spot passion, enthusiasm and 
other personal qualities that make a 
good carer in the interviewees.” Their 
role goes beyond the interview process 
to the lecture hall, where students are 
able to directly question them about the 
illnesses they suffer, in preparation for 
their training placements in hospitals 
in Burton, Walsall, Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton and Sandwell. 

Student nurse, Emma Simpson, of 
Coseley, aged 24, said: “I was inter¬ 
viewed by one of the service users. 

“I found talking to him about his 
experiences really helped me to open up 
and show some of my qualities to the 
rest of the panel. 


“Nurses are there for the patients, I 
think getting more feedback from them is 
most beneficial for our development.” 

Rupy Pandaal is the service user and 
carer strategy co-ordinator and recruits 
the new panel members. He says: “The 
service users have a range of experiences, 
from life threatening illnesses to being 
carers. Some of them have had previous 
involvement with the university; others 
have heard about the opportunity 
through word of mouth and expressed 
their interest.” 

Around 50 service users are involved 
but there are plans to increase the 
number as the revised interview process 
is rolled out to more other fields of nurses 
including mental health, learning disabil¬ 
ity and children’s nursing. 

The Francis Report following the 
public inquiry into Mid Staffordshire has 
shaken the NHS’s foundations as it 
described failings leading to appalling 
standards of care, since this service users 
are becoming more involved in health 
care education on a national level. 

The university is one of the first educa¬ 
tional establishments to involve service 
users in interviews, although this process 
began before the report was released. 

Improve 

The scheme was piloted last year when 
six service users took part in 18 interview 
dates, which showed they could make 
valuable recommendations to enhance 
the interview process. 

The report aims to improve the stan¬ 
dard of care for patients and has called for 
a selection of student nurses who have 
the right attitude and are able to put the 
welfare of others first. 

The Francis Report made 290 recom¬ 
mendations to deliver better care, at the 
heart of this is the desire to put patients 
first and ensure that they are listened to. 

Sue Higgs says: “Nursing my husband, 
John, was a hard time and big learning 
curve. I hope my experiences can help to 
benefit others. I do feel like my opinions 
are being listened to and valued on the 
panel and hope that the nurses we help to 
choose go on to make great carers and 
have successful careers.”

2003... 

PENSIONERS were encour¬ 
aged to return to wartime tactics 
in the battle to stop yobs terror¬ 
ising their neighbourhood. 
Elderly residents in Wordsley 
were advised by police to tape 
up their windows in a criss-cross 
pattern - a technique used in the 
1940s to stop glass flying into 
homes during bombings.

It is important to our young families 
to know that the new houses can 
become their homes. 

I am seeking a meeting with WHG to

Assistance is needed urgently with 
information on ‘first buyer’ schemes 
which may be available to some. 

In the building process local firms 
will be used and local apprentices given 
opportunities as future builders in 
training. 

Let’s all hope that the delivery of the 
new properties helps meet the desper¬ 
ate housing needs of local people in 
Moxley and alleviates current housing 
problems, rather than frustrating 
peoples aspirations for a place of their 
own.

Sick are target of new 
employment legislation 

NOT happy with preventing absent parents from having 
their children overnight, via the ‘bedroom tax’, this Govern¬ 
ment has chosen to pick on long-term sick people in employ¬ 
ment. They want to introduce legislation in the workplace 
for employees off sick for more than four weeks, subjecting 
them to closer scrutiny to get them back to work sooner. 

This Government is out of touch with the public and has 
got hold of the wrong end of the stick. I am an ex-senior shop 
steward and worked with management very closely. We found 
that long-term sickness absence was genuine and accounted 
for one third of all sickness. The main sickness came from 
employees taking one or two days off work, for various 
reasons. Companies who introduced a non-sick bonus actu¬ 
ally reduced sickness payment by 50 per cent. However, coun¬ 
cils are reluctant to introduce such systems on principal, 
even though their sickness payments would be halved.

Murder victim was to 
become a father again 


Driver had lucky escape 



Wolverhampton Road in Walsall was closed for half an hour after this 
car ended up on its side following a collision with a lamp post 


A DRIVER had a lucky escape when 
his car overturned on a main road in 
Walsall. The red Kia hatchback 
ended up on its side along the A454 
Wolverhampton Road. 

It knocked over a lamp post, and 
there was broken glass and debris 
strewn across the road. 

By the time fire crews and para¬ 
medics arrived at the scene, the man 
had got out of the vehicle and did not 
appear to be badly injured. He was 
checked over at the scene by ambu¬ 
lance staff who declared he had suf¬ 
fered minor injuries. 

Police closed Wolverhampton 
Road from its junction with Pargeter 
Street for half an hour while the car 
was moved in the wake of the smash 
at 7.30am on Saturday. 


West Midlands Police spokesman 
Pete Edney said: “There was just 
one vehicle involved. It was reported 
to us just after 7.30am. The driver in 
his 40s suffered minor injuries. A 
lamp post was damaged. The road 
was blocked off for a while but soon 
reopened.” 

Passer-by Ann Wright, aged 28, 
who saw the car on its side, said: “I 
was driving to work in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton at the time and spotted the car 
on the other side of the road. It 
looked like a really bad accident. The 
car looked badly damaged. I’d say it 
had been written off. 

“I’m surprised the driver made it 
out with just minor injuries. He was 
very lucky not to be seriously 
injured.” 


THE family of murdered takeaway 
driver Yasser Abbas have spoken 
of their heartbreak as it emerged 
he was due to become a father for 
the second time. 

The 28-year-old was 
set upon by three thugs 
wielding weapons in a 
quiet cul-sac in Alum well 
on Saturday, April 13. 

Police have launched a 
murder probe after Mr 
Abbas, of Raleigh Street, 

Birchills, died in hospital 
from his injuries. 

His uncle Tariq 
Hussain, 45, revealed Yasser Abbas 
that his nephew’s wife 
Shabam is due to give birth this month. 

He said Mr Abbas’s father Firat Khan, 
mother Shanaz Khan and his three sisters 
were “completely shattered”. 

He said: “They haven’t stopped crying 
since he passed away. We cannot believe 
what has happened.

“We can’t understand why anybody would 
do this. He was a lovely lad and absolutely 
loved by everyone. No human being in this 
world deserves to be killed like he was. I 
can’t put into words how this is affecting the 
family.” 

The former Alumwell Comprehensive 
School student had a four-year-old son, 
Daniel, and had started working as a take¬ 
away delivery driver. 

Mr Hussain added: “Yasser loved his son 
Daniel so much.You always saw the two of 
them together. He was looking forward to 
the birth of his new baby and was very 
excited about it. He loved his family. His wife 
is due to give birth any day and she is heart¬ 
broken. 

“Daniel is asking where is Daddy is and 
now there is a baby who will never meet his 
father. It doesn’t make any sense. 

Police believe Mr Abbas and a colleague 
were deliberately ambushed by the three 
men in Madison Avenue in the early hours.

Buses take collectors 
all around the world 


B Report by Rob Golledge 

YOU know the saying - you 
wait all day for a bus, and then 
two come along at once. 

Super-hobbyist Geoff Price decided 
to skip the waiting game, instead accu¬ 
mulating the world’s biggest model bus 
collection at the Walsall home he 
shares with wife Linda. 

The enthusiasts have amassed a 
staggering 12,717 models from across 
the globe. From an 8ft-long motorised 
version to an architect’s model no 
bigger than a fingertip, their collection 
fills nearly every room of their 
Newquay Road home - in fact four 
years ago they even built an extension 
to house many of their beloved buses. 

Officials from the Guinness Book of 
Records have validated the flabber¬ 
gasting fleet for a fourth time, confirm¬ 
ing Mr Price as the world’s number one 
miniature bus collector. 

Dinky 

The collection cost tens of thousands 
of pounds and is specially insured. The 
rare collectors’ models can reach thou¬ 
sands of pounds individually, while 
some cost just a couple of pence. 

Classic car show organiser Mr Price, 
aged 62, has been collecting since he 
was eight-years-old when he was 
bought a Dinky Toy. It is a passion that 
has never abated. 

He said: “I had a couple of hundred 
and then I started travelling and that 
opened up a whole new opportunity. 

“More recently the invention of the 
internet has really seen the collection 
explode. 

“I have them out of every material 
imaginable - tin, glass, coal, silver, 
plastic. You name it, I’ve got it. We’ve 
also got them in all sorts of shapes and 
sizes including cookie jars and cups. 

The collection features toys and 
ornaments from far-flung locations

such as Bermuda and Jamaica, as well 
as Japan and Hong Kong. The couple 
even have hand-made street models 
made from cans from Kenya. 

“We have some impressively intri¬ 
cate models from Japan which are 
stunning, and then we also have ones 
made out of tin cans and you can still 
see the branding. 

“There was a time when charm 
bracelets were very popular and I have 
about 50 bus charms in a cabinet,” Mr 
Price said. 

The globe-trotting pair have clocked 
up thousands of air miles in their 
pursuit of quirky model. About 13 
years ago they made a three-day 
whistle-stop trip to New York to buy 
from an American collector who was 


who has a huge collection of buses 

selling his four-wheel favourites to 
fund his daughter’s university fees. 

The Prices paid £199 for return 
flights, stayed in a hotel, and paid 
£4,000 for boxes of buses. They then 
had to pay a surcharge for the extra 
weight when they arrived at the 
airport. Their next stop is Mexico, 
which they hope to go to in the next 
year. Another destination is Sri Lanka. 

“Over the past nine years we have 
been going to Sri Lanka and have prob¬ 
ably bought over 600 from there,” said 
Mr Price. 

“When me and my wife go there they 
absolutely love it and we have TV 
cameras and newspaper reporters and 
photographers come to our hotel to see 
us.”

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24-hour swim is 
Paul's challenge 


A SWIMMER from 
Walsall taking on the 
biggest outdoor 
aquatic challenge 
tomorrow (Friday) to 
raise money for 
injured soldiers and 
their families. 

Paul Bates, 44, will partic¬ 
ipate alongside 90 other solo 
swimmers and relay teams in 
a gruelling 24-mile charity 
event at the Guildford Lido 
in Surrey To complete the 
2swim41ife challenge, Mr 
Bates is required to swim one 
mile every hour for 24 hours. 

The distance is the equiva¬ 
lent of 1,530 lengths of an 
average swimming pool and 
is four miles longer than a 
swim across the English 
Channel. 

Mr Bates, who runs family 
business RM Tools, on Fred¬ 
erick Street, Walsall, said he 
expects the challenge to test 
him to his limits. 

“This is without a doubt 
the most difficult swim I 
have ever attempted,” he 
said. “It usually takes half an 
hour to swim one mile, which 
gives me half an hour to eat 
and rest before starting off 
on the next mile - and I have 
got to do that 24 times!” 

The challenge starts at 
9am on Friday, meaning suc¬ 


cessful competitors will com¬ 
mence their 24th and final 
mile at 8am the next day. 

“I have completed long 
distance swims before but 
they have always been con¬ 
tinuous. This poses a differ¬ 
ent challenge as there is a 
danger the body could seize 
up during the rest periods 
between each swim,” he said. 

“Then you have to take 
into account the outdoor 
conditions. Obviously the 
temperature will drop 
during the night and 
hypothermia becomes a 
major concern.” 

Intensive 

Mr Bates, a former 
national swimming cham¬ 
pion, has followed an inten¬ 
sive training programme to 
prepare himself for the chal¬ 
lenge. 

“I have trained indoor at 
Walsall Swimming Club and 
Perry Beeches and done 
some outdoor work at the 
Swan Pool in Sandwell 
Valley,” he said. “It has 
mainly been mile training, 
but to be honest it is hard to 
know how to prepare prop¬ 
erly for this swim.” 

He will be assisted by a 
swim buddy who will make 
sure he rests, keeps warm 
and eats sufficiently. 

Mr Bates started open 
water swimming in 2008

Roadworks, including the construc¬ 
tion of a new roundabout, can still go 
ahead despite the stop notice at the site 
and will be launched within the next 
few weeks.

Family first for Black 
Country rock legend 


LED Zeppelin’s John Bonham 
wanted to be the best 
drummer in the world but a re- 
released book by his late 
brother Mick tells how he was 
equally determined to be the 
best father, son and brother. 

John Bonham: The Powerhouse 
Behind Led Zeppelin (paperback, 
Southbank Publishing, £14.99), back 
in print, says he achieved both aims. 

Much has been written about the 
excesses of what was the biggest rock 
band in the world in the 1970s but this 
very personal account explains how 
important his family were to Bonham 
before he died in his sleep in 1980, aged 
just 32, from asphyxia after drinking 40 
shots of vodka. 

He bought Mick a new MGB sports 
car for his 21st birthday. He set up a 
building firm to employ Mick and his 
father and he banned his sister Debbie 


from watching him play because of the 
crowds. 

Bonham’s son Jason was into motor¬ 
bikes and the drummer would sponsor 
scramble meetings. A riders’ presenta¬ 
tion night was held at Stourport Civic 
Hall and Bonham needed no second 
invitation to get up on stage and play. 

Bonham also loved his roots. He was 
born near Redditch and appeared with 
several local bands. 

Lafayette 

He and wife Pat had a flat at Eve Hill 
in Dudley and neighbours would com¬ 
plain about his Bentley. 

In 1969 John hired the Lafayette 
Club in Wolverhampton for Pat’s 21st 
birthday and Led Zeppelin played an 
impromptu set. Mothers in Erdington 
High Street in Birmingham was 
another favourite venue. 

In short, Bonham earned the pride of 
his family and the West Midlands.

If you haven’t got a coffee 
table, you will want to get 
one for Universe: The 
Definitive Visual Guide 
(hardback, Dorling Kinder¬ 
sley, £30). This large book 
contains striking images of 
the sun, planets and further 
reaches of the universe. 

It is both a handsome 
volume and highly informa¬ 
tive one, a perfect introduc¬ 
tion to astronomy for a 
youngster. 

Essentially an update on 
the 2005 edition, its only 
minus is that its deadline

Richard Dawkins gives an 
admirably straightforward 
introduction to science and 
the natural world in his 
good-humoured book The 
Magic of Reality (paper¬ 
back, Black Swan, £8.99).

ABTA 
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Row over money for The Lea greenery 


PLANS to restore an over¬ 
grown Walsall green space 
to a tidy state has sparked a 
spat between councillors. 

More than £40,000 has been allo¬ 
cated towards the improvement of 
land at The Lea, which had been 
saved by campaigners after plans 
were submitted to use the site for 
new homes. 

Regeneration boss Councillor 
Adrian Andrews has backed the 
scheme describing the investment as 
“money well spent.” 

But the decision hasn’t been 
popular among all of the councillors, 
some seeing the decision as a poor 
use of vital public funds. 

Councillor Pete Smith, the Demo¬ 
cratic Labour representative for 


Blakenall Ward has criticised 
Bloxwich East Labour Councillor 
Kath Phillips for her lack of support 
for the project, which is located in her 
ward. 

He said: “Her reference to this 
land as ‘scrub land’ was an insult to 
the hundreds of local residents, 
including 236 residents in Councillor 
Phillips’ Bloxwich East ward, who 
signed the petition and joined the 
campaign last year to save the Lea 
from the property developers.” 

Developers 

He claimed: “Her criticism has ‘let 
the cat out of the bag’, namely that 
had the Labour group taken control 
of the council last year, they would 
have sided with the developers, 
rather than the residents, and 


allowed the Lea to be built on.” 

In response, Councillor Phillips 
accused Mr Smith of neglecting other 
issues. 

“To be honest spending £42,000 on 
what is, and has always been, scrub 
land is ridiculous,” said Councillor 
Mrs Phillips. 

“It’s a practical matter and there 
are lots of projects in this borough 
that could do with that amount of 
money. ” 

She said that Councillor Smith was 
making The Lea a political issue 
when what Walsall needed was more 
homes. 

She added: “I don’t think the 
money will make a dent on the land. 
There are other parks and areas 
facing cuts with far worse problems. ”

A MAN who harassed his brother- 
in-law with threats before 
smashing his car lights claimed 
he was being cheated over his 
mother’s will, a court heard. 

Stephen Lowe, 54, harassed David 
Beckett via phone calls and text messages 
before carrying out the attack, Walsall Mag¬ 
istrates Court heard. 

Mr Van French, prosecuting, said Lowe’s 
mother had recently died and tensions had 
arisen in the family over the will. The court 
was told that Mr Beckett and his wife Janet, 
Lowe’s sister, were the executors of the will. 

Mr French said: “Because they were con¬ 
cerned about the possible behaviour of 
Lowe, they blocked out details of the solici¬ 
tors who were responsible for the drawing 
up of the will. That led to Lowe believing he 
had been cheated in some way.” 

Threats 

Mr French said Lowe began a campaign of 
phone calls and texts, sending 12 messages 
over a few days to Mr Beckett, which 
included threats. One of the messages read: 
“When I do find out how much you try to rob 
off me, I won’t just hit, I will glass you.” 

Mr Beckett reported the incident to police 
but Lowe went round to Mr Beckett’s 
address in Fordwater Road, Streetly. 

“Neighbours heard banging coming from 
the property. Lowe seemed to be striking the 
front door with a claw hammer.” Mr French 
said Lowe then smashed the rear lights on 
Mr Beckett’s Land Rover. 

Lowe, a window cleaner, was arrested and 
told police in an interview that he had 
wanted the solicitor’s name because he 
believed he was being deprived of assets in 
the will. He admitted picking up a piece of 
slate and causing the damage. 

Lowe, of Hurlingham Road, Kingstand- 
ing, admitted one charge of harassment 
between April 5 and 12 this year and two 
charges of criminal damage. 

In mitigation, Miss Sarah Froggatt told 
the hearing he regretted his actions. She 
said: “He was acting out of character.” 

District Judge Michael Morris adjourned 
the case until April 30 for a pre-sentence 
report to be prepared and Lowe was 
remanded in custody until the hearing.

“The work flow through the 
factory is improved and the increase 
in available shop floor area means 
that we have the option to install 
additional production capacity to 
accommodate future growth.”

IT WAS a mass protest that 
left Black Country workers on 
the verge of starvation and 
created ripples felt nationally. 

And now, 100 years on, events have 
been organised to commemorate the 
anniversary of the 1913 Wednesbury 
Tube Strike. 

It saw thousands of men in the Black 
Country come out in support of 
workers seeking wage parity with their 
Birmingham colleagues who were 
earning 23 shillings a week, which was 
still a low wage for the time. 

Freelance writer and history enthu¬ 
siast Brendan Hawthorne, who 
recently gave a lecture at Wednesbury 
Library, said although it is a story of 
hardship, austerity and tragic conse¬ 
quences, there are still comic 
moments, funny stories and music to 
lighten the dark times. 

“There are so many parallels with 
today. The balance of standing up for 
your rights but also putting food on the 
table is still in evidence a hundred

years on,” he said. The strike started 
on May 9 when 200 workers from 
Crown Works demanded higher wages. 
Large numbers of strikers gathered in 
the Market Place. 

It spread across the Black Country, 
and in a matter of weeks, there were up 
to 50,000 people involved. 

During the unrest, families strug¬ 
gled for basic food items and relied on 
charity to help them through the tough 
times. 

Shopkeepers showed their support 
by giving away free food, there were 
visits to the region by major figures 
such as the trade unionist Tom Man, 
and there were marches to London and 
south Wales. 

After three months of unrest, the 
strikers returned to work after the 
employers agreed on a minimum wage 
of 22 shillings a week for unskilled 
labourers. 

Mr Hawthorne, of Wharfdale Street, 


Wednesbury, added: “So little is known 
about this event that I feel I need to 
show the townsfolk of Wednesbury 
how strong-minded and brave their 
ancestors were.” 

Wednesbury historian Paul Fantom 
will be giving a talk to Wednesbury 
History Society on May 7. 

“I think this is a period that has been 
overlooked by historians but it is of 
huge importance,” said Mr Fantom, 
aged 45. 

“This protest sparked a growth in 
trade unionism. You went from a situ¬ 
ation where workers were on 18 
shillings a week - and we have social 
research saying a family needed a 
minimum of 21 shillings a week to 
survive - to an improved standard of 
living. 

“It’s something that should be cele¬ 
brated for the impact it had on commu¬ 
nities.” 

Mr Fantom’s talk is expected to take 
place at Wednesbury Museum and Art 
Gallery.

The memorial’s distinc¬ 
tive domed copper roof, 
repeatedly targeted by metal 
thieves, has now been 
replaced by zinc-coated 
panels and security cameras 
have been added. 

Balustrades are due to be 
put in place on the steps of 
the memorial. 

Significant 

Regeneration chief 
Adrian Andrew, chairman of 
the Barr Beacon Trust, said: 
“We’ve had a couple of weeks 
where work hasn’t been able 
to progress because of the 
severe weather but we’re on 
course to finish the restora¬ 
tion in spring as intended. 

“In fact, we’re looking at 
completion before the end of 
May, which is fantastic 
news. We’re really pleased 
with how the war memorial 
is looking so far and can’t 
wait to see the finished 
result. 

“This site is of significant 
historical importance yet it 
has been targeted by mind¬ 


less vandals and thieves in 
the past and we’ve had to 
take action to stop this.” 

Extra security has been 
been added by SmartWater, 
which has funded perma¬ 
nent security to catch people 
who vandalise or steal from 
the memorial. 

Councillor Andrew added: 
“The Trust has funded per¬ 
manent security to send out 
the very clear message to 
thieves that if they attack 
this monument they will be 
caught on camera.” 

Restoration has been 
funded through a £440k 
grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

Called Raising The Barr, 
the project aims to turn the 
war memorial into a beacon 
of community pride for 
Aldridge and Walsall 
borough as a whole with 
more events being held 
there. 

Work has been carried out 
by Aldridge-based Midland 
Conservation Ltd and 
includes a full restoration of 
the site’s heritage features 
including its flagpole and 
historic tree plantation.

Devastation awaits 
in a race against time 


A ctors have come and gone, 
villains have been vanquished 
and planets have been 
investigated, some in the blink of an 
eye. 

But one constant in the world of 
Doctor Who is his trusty Tardis. 

Its initials stand for time and 
relative dimensions in space, it 
was created by the Time Lords and 
was supposedly already out of date 
when the Doctor stole it so he could 
use it to explore the galaxy. 
Nevertheless, it still seems pretty 
cutting-edge to us. 

As any self-respecting Whovian will 
be aware, these intergalactic craft can 
travel in time as well as space, and 
are supposed to have a working 
chameleon circuit that changes the 
ship’s appearance so that it blends in 
with its surroundings wherever it 
materialises. 

But the Doctor’s machine has been 
stuck in the shape of a 1960s-style 
police box since the first adventure, 

An Unearthly Child, way back in 1963, 
when it was first seen standing in IM 
Foreman’s junkyard on Totter’s Lane in 
Shoreditch._ 


The decision to use a police 
box was originally down to economics 
- it was simply cheaper to use 
that prop rather than create 
something futuristic-looking. Anthony 
Coburn, while rewriting the sci-fi 
drama’s opening episode, is credited 
with the idea, and deserves a 
massive pat on the back, not least 
from the BBC - the Tardis is now a 
registered trademark, and the 
corporation must have earned 
thousands of pounds from selling 
replicas over the years. 

The Tardis is also bigger on 
the inside than it is on the 
outside, and contains many more 
areas than just the familiar console 
room. 

We’ve had glimpses or heard 
hints of them before, but this 
week, we’ll see a whole lot more 
when it’s captured by a spaceship 
salvage team - with Clara trapped 
inside. 

The Doctor persuades the motley 
bunch to help him find her, taking 
them on a journey into the heart of 
the Tardis none of them will ever 
forget. _ 


“You will go to the heart of the 
Tardis, you’ll see more of the Tardis 
more properly than you’ve ever seen 
before,” promises Doctor Who 
showrunner Steven Moffat. 

“Years ago when I was a kid, in the 
Radio Times there was a little article 
saying ‘in this week’s episode the 
many rooms of the Tardis are 
revealed! I couldn’t wait for Saturday. 

But there was a problem with the 
scenery and they shot it all in a 
disused hospital and it was so 
disappointing. 

“I thought that some day I will do 
what I can to get into television and do 
it properly, and that worked out!” 

A swimming pool was seen in that 
episode (The Invasion of Time, an 
adventure starring Tom Baker’s fourth 
Doctor, and it was mentioned once 
more, along with a library, in Matt 
Smith’s debut The Eleventh Hour). So 
will it turn up again? 

“I’m not telling you anything except 
that there’s way more than a 
swimming pool,” smiles Moffat. 

Crikey - we can hardly wait to see 
what’s in store! _

Tax advantages associated with elec¬ 
trified powertrains, sub-lOOg/km 
carbon dioxide emissions and strong 
residual values are said to make the IS 
a wiser choice for business users. 

Official test results score the IS 300h 
at 99g/km for C02 linked to 65.7mpg 
on the combined cycle. 

Residuals are predicted at 37 per 
cent by industry expert CAP The drive- 


train, meanwhile, is not just smoother 
and quieter than even an advanced 
diesel, it creates more initial braking 
force through its energy-recuperation 
systems, reducing the need for active 
braking and saving on brake pad and 
disc wear. 

Balanced 

Lexus hybrids run with around 20 
per cent more tyre pressure, too, which 
is normal for the specific models and 
helps reduce tyre wear. 

This is a factor further reduced by 
the balanced weight distribution that 
spreads load across all tyres rather 
than mostly over the fronts. 

The car will also be cheaper to 


service and maintain, Lexus says, 
claiming almost £450 in savings over 
three years when compared to 2.0-litre 
diesel automatic cars from Audi, BMW 
and Mercedes. 

A spokesman for Lexus says: “Low 
benefit-in-kind company car tax rates 
mean a 40 per cent taxpayer is likely to 
pay as much as £923 a year less than 
the driver of a new Audi A4 2.0 TDI SE 
Multitronic over the first three years of 
ownership.

PERSPECTIVE could well be the 
word at Walsall after the Sad¬ 
dlers’ League One play-off hopes 
came to an end on Saturday. 

A last-minute equaliser from Bury made 
a difficult task nigh on impossible, whatever 
the events at the County Ground as the 
team in the box seat, Swindon, took on 
Stevenage, writes Craig Birch. 

The Robins took matters out of Walsall’s 
hands with a 3-0 win over 10-man Stevenage 
and Saddlers manager Dean Smith admit¬ 
ted it was always a ‘long shot’. 

But the Saddlers boss will also know that 
for his players to be downbeat at missing an 
unlikely promotion after struggling to stay 
in the league for the last two seasons is 
something of which to be proud. 

They were lucky and unlucky in equal 
measure against Bury on Saturday - lucky 
to be ahead against the run of play and 
unlucky to concede a late leveller. 

Deadlock 

Bury could have been well ahead by the 
time the deadlock was broken, going close 
on eight minutes when Tom Soares’ corner 
from the left was missed at point-blank 
range by Ashley Eastham. Three minutes 
later, a complete hash between goalkeeper 
Sam Johnstone and Dean Holden allowed 
Jonson Clarke-Harris in for a header but he 
nodded against the bar and wide. 

On 19 minutes Nick Ajose put the ball in 
from the right side and Clarke-Harris 
headed over as chances went begging. 

Then, out of absolutely nowhere, Walsall 
were ahead as the sort of bad luck which has 
befallen Bury on numerous occasions this 
season reared its head again. 

Jamie Paterson galloped down the left 
wing with the ball as James Baxendale 
joined him in support. Paterson picked him 
out and a deft touch from Baxendale on the 


turn rolled the ball across to Febian Brandy, 
who lifted the ball over keeper Cameron 
Belford. 

Shortly afterwards came the unlucky part 
as James Chambers had the ball in the net 
for what would have been a second Walsall 
goal. In all fairness, the whistle had long 
gone by the time Chambers struck the ball 
into the corner from just outside the box, 
with Paterson judged offside. 

Belford then parried from Will Grigg after 
a one-two with Brandy before a big shout for 
a Walsall penalty went unanswered after 
Eastham clattered into Grigg. Carl Regan 
then became the first entrant in referee 
Darren Sheldrake’s book for an awful lunge 
at Paterson, which raised Smith’s ire. 


After the break, Walsall continued to 
threaten while Bury continued to remind 
the home side they could also attack, 
Eastham blasting wide on the hour. 

Less than a minute earlier, Grigg should 
have made it 2-0 when Ben Purkiss’ free- 
kick landed right on his foot at the far post. 

You would have bet the house on him 
scoring but Grigg miscued and the ball 
bounced off him and wide at point-blank 
range. 

Grigg probably knew it was an off-day 
when he fired wide again five minutes later 
after another Purkiss ball was laid off by 
centre-back Dean Holden into his path. 

Former Saddler Mark Hughes was then 
booked for a wild lunge at Adam Chambers 


and it looked as if the visitors had lost their 
way. That was until the last minute when 
‘the bandana man’ himself - substitute Efe 
Sodje - popped up for the equaliser with 
Walsall screaming for offside as he netted 
the rebound after a free-kick hit the post. 

Mind you, the set-piece itself was worthy 
of a goal, a fierce 20-yard effort from Clarke- 
Harris that had Johnstone beaten all ends 
up. It bounced off the woodwork with every¬ 
one slow to react apart from Sodje, who 
tapped in for an easy finish. 

And, with that, Walsall’s League One 
play-off dream was over, although Smith 
already knew Swindon were winning. 

Disappointed, but for the right reasons. 
The Saddlers can live with that.

WALSALL, after four consecutive defeats, 
took victory on their first-ever visit to 
Balsall Common. 

The team was strengthened by the return 
of Alex Greenslade and Michael Benson to 
their starting line-up. 

The hosts opened the scoring after just 
four minutes of the Midlands One West 
game as Walsall failed to clear their line. The 
Bs seemed to wheel the scrum but the 
referee awarded the try to No. 8 Galpin.

A 
strong catch and drive from a line-out saw 
Dickson get the touchdown.

Fast-track to learning thanks to twins’ link-up

MOTORCYCLING twins Matt and Kurt 
Wigley have linked up with the Black 
Country University Technical College 
for the new racing season. 

The Walsall establishment is the first 
UK college to enter its own race team 
for the MCE British Superbike Champi¬ 
onship’s Superstock 600 tournament. 

The move gives 16 to 18-year-olds a 
chance to get involved in an engineer¬ 
ing project like no other. 

Students Matt and Kurt, who have 
been racing motorcycles since the age 
of six, represented the UTC at Brands 
Hatch in round one and were accom¬ 


panied by a pit crew of four other stu¬ 
dents with a passion for engineering. 

The competition took racers through 
their paces with two qualifying ses¬ 
sions on Friday and Saturday and the 
main race on Sunday. 

On the big race day the UTC stu¬ 
dents prepared the Yamaha bikes and 
made sure the tyres were warmed up. 

Kurt Wigley qualified for Sunday’s 
race and finished 32nd while his 
brother crashed out in qualifying, dam¬ 
aging the bike but emerging with only 
bruising himself. 

Laura Myatt, who helped prepare the 


bikes alongside her classmates, said: 
“It was exciting to be involved in the 
preparation. We now have a better 
understanding of the technology.” 

Students have also developed rela¬ 
tionships with companies such as 
Yamaha, Dynojet UK and Blue Flame 
Exhausts to secure training and 
support throughout the project. 

Black Country UTC principal Chris 
Hilton said: “Our work with Wigley 
Racing and Yamaha means that learn¬ 
ers can receive training and hands-on 
experience in real-life situations at 
Superbike races.”
